Man Who Sent Infernal 
Machine in Mail Is 
Sentenced 


Ruler of Small

Lichtenstein, d'ed today at the age 
of 88 in his palace here. 
For more 
than 70 years he held gentle sway 
over his tiny principality of 11,000 
souls which snuggles like a child 
between th e parent state* of Aus­ 
tria and Switzerland. 
Louie XIV of F rance was the 
only European monarch of histori­ 
cal tim es who exceeded the length 
of reign of P r n c e John. 
He won 
the added title of "the good" for 
the intim ate contact 
which 
he 
naintained with his subjects and 
he considerable portion of his in- 
•ome which ha devoted to their 
welfare.

did not explode because Bailer be­ 
cam e suspicious of the 
package 
and opened It only afte r rem ov­ 
ing two pieces of wire that con­ 
nected a dry cell to a 
percus­ 
sion cap. 
J u ry changed the story a ttrib ­ 
uted to him by th e police 
upon 
his arre st yesterday. He was at 
’irst quoted as saying he had per­ 
suaded Jo h n C arrigan, 40, a fa r­ 
mer, to construct the bom b 
by 
prom ising to induce his 17 
year 
old d au g h ter to 
m a rry 
Carrl- 
t'an. 
He constructed th e 
bomb 
himself, and C a rrlg a n ’s part in 
the plot, he said, was to purchase 
the explosive used. 
He also changed his first store 
in explaining his motive. 
In the 
first statem ent he said he w anted 
to dispose of Bailer so that he 
might m a rry the la tte r’s bride of 
a week. Today he said "sh e tu r n ­ 
ed me down and I w anted to get 
even w ith h er."

Treaty With China to Be 
Ratified; Equalizes 
Tariff Matters

senate gave its consent today to 
ratification of a treaty with the 
republic of China which gives the 
Oriental nation the same equality 
of treatm ent in tariff m atters as 
applies generally among independ­ 
ent countries. 
The treaty, described by Presi­ 
dent Coolidge as "an evidence of 
the desire of the United States to 
deal Justly with the Chinese na­ 
tion,’’ is the bret entered Into bj 
the N ationalist 
governm ent 
with 
any power. 
It provides that the 
principle of complete national ta r­ 
iff autonomy shall apply in the 
tariff relations between the United 
States und China. 
W hen the treaty was sent to the 
senate by the president an accom­ 
panying 
letter 
gave 
unqualified 
White 
House endorsem ent 
wh'Ie 
Secretary Kellogg com mented as 
follows: 
"It is believed that by the sign­ 
ing of this treaty a benefit has been 
conferred upon ail concerned in 
that, while eafeguarding American 
interests and doing no injury to 
the interest of any other country, 
th e way has been pointed and a 
model lias been provided for a pro­ 
cedure whereby tho powers may 
relinquish their so-called ‘control’ 
over China’s tariff. 
It is believed, 
moreover, that this action is in 
conformity 
with

traditional 
American policy of friendship to­ 
ward the Chinese nations."

TOBACCO TAX 
TO BE OFFERED 


Senator Lennon Is Au­ 
thor of Once-Defeated 
Proposal 


Lansing. 
Mich.. 
Feb. l l —(A)— 
The tobacco tax w ill take its place 
with the other suggestions In the 
legislative finance hopper this week, 
Senator Peter B. Lennon of Gene­ 
see county, author of the once-de­ 
feated proposal, said today. 
Drafted with a 60 per cent re­ 
duction from his original offerings, 
the bill probably will be submitted 
in time for the finance committee 
of the house and senate to con­ 
sider it in their joint meeting to 
be held later In the week. 
Five per cent of the gross whole­ 
sale value of cigars and bulk to­ 
bacco. with a tax of $1 for each 
1.000 cigarettes sold by the whole­ 
saler. are the basic provisions of 
the revamped Lennon measure. 
Cut in Two. 
Differing largely from the m eas­ 
ure of the 1927 session in its m eth­ 
od of collection, the new bill would 
provide for paym ent of the tax by 
wholesalers. 
Under the old bill, 
the tax would have been collected 
through a stamp system from the 
retailer. 
As another means of satisfying 
the opposition to his original m eas­ 
ure, Senator Lennon has slashed 
bis tobacco tax in two. 
The levy 
as proposed in 1927 provided for 
a lump ten per cent tax on all 
forms of tobacco. 
The new meas­ 
ure places the tax at five per cent. 
Senator Lennon estim ates his tax 
will bring an additional revenue to 
the state of 16,000.000 yearly. 
He 
has suggested th at the legislature 
adopt both his proposal and that 
of Speaker Ming for an amusement 
levy. The two would be combined 
with a surplus after building needs 
were satisfied of about $2,000,000 
for the equalization of school dis­ 
trict taxes.

Pittsburgh— The U. 
S. 
navy 
bas developed under-sea “ lungs” 
for submarine crews to such an 
extent that a Pittsburgh concern 
now is m anufacturing 700 of the 
devices. 
The “ lungs’’ 
are 
de­ 
signed for use of men trapped in 
subm arines when 
such 
vessels 
sink. 
The apparatus weighs slightly 
more than two pounds and 
has 
been used satisfactorily, It is said, 
at a depth of 243 feet under con­ 
ditions such as exist in a subm a­ 
rine disaster. 
Under plans for use 
of 
the 
equipment submarines are to be 
equipped with an escape chamber 
at each end. 
In the event of a 
disaster the members of the crew 
enter the chambers in groups of 
eight, close the doors leading into 
the ship and then prepare to en­ 
ter the water through outer doors 
in the escape compartments. 
While the sailors put on their 
“ lungs,” water is adm itted 
to 
the chambers until the pressure 
within equals that of 
the 
sea 
without. 
One by one they leave 
by the outer doors, the last men 
leaving closing these outer doors 
so th a t others may use the com­ 
partments. 
Variance in the water pressure 
a t varying depths have made sim­ 
ilar apparatus 
impractical, 
but 
the “ lungs” are 
provided 
with 
valves which perm it oxygen 
in 
rubber bags to escape autom ati­ 
cally as the w earer rises to 
the 
surface of the sea. 
The pressure within the 
bags 
always is slightly greater 
than 
th a t of the w ater outside; thus 
the bags remain inflated. 
Those 
who wear the apparatus obtain 
their supply of oxygen from th e 
bags. 
Three navy men designed the 
equipment. 
Apparatus similar to 
th a t being made here has 
been 
designed before, but have proved 
unwieldy 
on 
account 
of 
the 
weight of oxygen containers. The 
“ lungs” may be 
folded 
Into 
a 
email package.

Chesterman, one of the secretar­ 
ies of the London Royal Society 
of Tropical Medicine. 
With the compounds, the men 
hope to find a cure for sleeping 
sickness.

professor of pharmacy

consin, under whose guidance the 
compounds were prepared, i har- 
acterizes the work of the men as 
“equivalent to discovery of a con­ 
tinent.’’

tice should be prohibited by th** 
conservation 
department.

writes as follows. 


Two practices 
persist 
during 
the deer 
hunting 
season 
that 
hould lie prohibited bv our con­ 
it n a tio n officials. I tot Ii have been 
the means of luring great num ­ 
bers of deer to destruction that 
ordinarily would 
have 
survived 
the hunting season and 
neither 
one contains a single element of 
sportsm unship. 
The first is the practice of es­ 
tablishing salt licks. Deer are so 
fond of salt as ar** sheep and will 
travel great distances in 
search 
of salln deposits. 
Many hunters, 
recognizing this weakness in deer. 
will place out blocks of salt or 
pound coarse salt into a stump 
or log months before the opening 
of the deer hunting season know­ 
ing that the animals will 
soon 
find it and make dallv trips 
to 
the lick. 
This is 
usually 
estab­ 
lished In a favorite position for 
tile hunter, who has slight 
diffi­ 
culties in making his 
kill if he 
merely possesses the patience to 
wait for th** deer to come to him. 
Use of Pets 
Tile other practice, and it is a 
growing one. is the habit of mak­ 
ing pets of does and fawns which 
are now protected during 
th** 
open season. It does 
not 
take 
these animals long to become al­ 
most as docile as a cow and they 
will hang around hunter’s cabins, 
lumber camps and resorts look­ 
ing for choice tidbits 
that 
are 
handed out to them. 
At times 
they become pests and lose much 
of their natural wariness and in­ 
dependence. In late fall, particu­ 
larly during the 
open 
hunting 
season on hucks, then** does take 
to th** woods frequently in search 
of a mate, returning in a day or 
two. They are usually 
accom­ 
panied by a huck that becomes an 
easy target for any rifle that may 
be in camp. It Is reported on good 
authority that on** camp In Up­ 
per Michigan a tame does lured 
three fine bucks to th** slaughter 
in this manner. 
Sanctioning practices sinh 
as 
this iii order that hunting may he 
made easy for th** tenderfoot of 
th** hunter who lacks sportsman 
ship Is poor conservation and out 
state officials should 
he 
among 
th** first to recognize this.

The Example of Panama. 
The pest hole that was Panama 
has today a death rate lower than 
that of most of the states in our 
own country. 


Hundreds of years ago the per­ 
son without the scars of small­ 
pox on his face was the excep­ 
tional person In the community. 
Today the one who carries such 
scars is a monument to the stu ­ 
pidity of his parents, because vac­ 
cination 
against 
smallpox 
pre­ 
vents this disease. 
If Chicago had a death rate for 
typhoid fever today similar to the 
one It had in 1895, there would 
have been 60,000 cases of typhoid 
fever in Chicago instead of less 
than 200, which was the record 
for the city during 1928. 
Such 
diseases 
have 
been 
controlled 
through the application of com­ 
munity hygiene on a large scale, 
through the control of sewage dis­ 
posal, water supply, milk supply, 
and the sanitation of food. Such 
community 
sanitation 
problems 
differ, however, from those that 
concern the individual himself. 
Know Thy Body. 
Obviously it is impossible for 
anyone to take proper care of his 
body without some knowledge of 
the manner of 
its 
construction 
and the nature of its function. 
The human body is a combina­ 
tion of cells bound together in 
various systems, such as the mus­ 
cles, the bones, the circulation of 
the blood, the nervous system and 


the digestive tract. 
These inter­ 
locking cogs of the hum an m a­ 
chine are controlled by the mind 
or brain to a considerable extent, 
but many of the functions ar© au ­ 
tomatic. 
New Scientific Evidence. 
W ithin quite recent years scien­ 
tific evidence has been developed 
which indicates that 
an 
inter­ 
locking chain of 
glands 
which 
pour their secretions directly into 
the blood— the glands of inter­ 
nal secretion— act also as regn^ 
lators of what might be called the 
automatic system, including 
the 
blood pressure, th e 
heart 
beat, 
breathing, and the dilating and 
contracting of the blood vessels. 
Careful consideration 
reveals 
moreover that the entire works 
will get along satisfactorily if left 
largely alone, particularly 
since 
there is within the cells the pow­ 
er of repair— an ability that does 
not exist, for instance, 
in 
such 
machinery as can be found in au­ 
tomobiles or even in dynamos. 
It is perhaps the function 
of 
tho brain of man to m ake it pos­ 
sible for him to 
realize 
when 
things go wrong, and to 
take 
such steps as are within his pow­ 
er to correct the deviation.
